Ruling of the Railroad Commission.

About the first act of the Rail-
road Commission was tu reduce the
railroad fare. Some of the rail-
roads then fixed their rates and
charged for every fraction of amile
as if it were a full mile. This was
reported to the Commission, and
yesterday they madea ruling that
all railroads shall charge for frac-
tions of a mile the same charge as
for a full mile provided the fraction
exceeds a mile; but nocharge shall
be made for any distance under half
a mile. This is fair to the people
and to the railroads.
